The one lying 
to tbe Eaal aide of e line« to be run from 
what ia uaually called Jackaon'a Treaiy 
Line, by the head of a creek called ky 
the Indiana Al« caa« ac, a, likie, a direct, 
and the neareat courae to the Ocmulgee 
river.

Letter from the Hon, Thoma» Jefferaon^ 
NOV. 3 ^ 1817. 


S tR — You have not been mistaken, in 
supposing my views and feelings in fa* 
vour of the abolition of war.—O f my 
disposition to msintain peace, until its 
condition shall be made less tolerable 
than that of war itself, the wdrld has had 
proofs, an<l more perhaps than it has ap- 
provedi—1 hope it is practicable, by im­ 
proving the minds und morals of Society, 
to lessen the disposition to war 
but ef 
its aboMtiou 1 deipair. 
Still, on the axi­ 
om that alesa degree of evil Is prefera­ 
ble to a greater, no means should be 
nci^lectecl, which may add weight to the 
belter scnie- 
The cnrolntent you pro­ 
pose therefore, of niy name, in the re­ 
cords of your Society, cannot be Unac­ 
ceptable to me : it will be a true testi­ 
mony ot my principles and persuasion, 
that the state of peace Is that which most 
improves the manners and morals, the 
prosperity and happiness of mankind ; 
and although I dare not promise myself, 
that it can be perpetually maintained, 
yet if, by the inrulcattons of reason or 
religion, the perversiiie« of onr nature 
can be so far eorrecied, as sometimes to 
prevent the necessity, supposed or real, 
of an appeal to the blinder scourges of 
war, murder and devaststion, the bene­ 
volent endeavours of the friends of peace 
will not be otuiiely without remunera­ 
tion.
